Ten known dead, as a result of explosion 
and fire at Leduc last week is a relatively 
high death toll due to this catastrophe at the 
small hotel there..

There is increasing danger of more loss 
through fire as the cold winter weather 
grips Alberta in its icy grip for another five 
months. No precaution against fire is too 
elaborate. No one ever lost life or substance 
through fire because they were too careful. 


Holding Back 
Inflation 


Contrary to the views of the House of 
Commons Social Credit .leader, this paper 
does not feel we can fight the Korean war 
by simply issuing more credit. That philoso- 
phy was fine in a period of depression and 
deflation but now government is faced with 
a situation where industry is competing with 
government for available man power and 
supplies, resulting in a spiralling cost of 
living index. 


The Canadian Bank of Commerce, in its 
monthly survey of conditions, states that 
since November, 1947, Canada’s reserves of 
U.S. dollars have been gradually increasing. 
The United States is bidding for Canadian 
goods and services, but also a great deal of 
the inflow of U.S. currency was due to specu- 
lative investment—in hopes the Canadian 
pe would be put on a par with the U.S. 

ar. 


Instead of doing that, the government 
wisely freed it from control, to seek its own 
level. This then becomes an anti-inflationary 
move because the United States customers 
can’t buy as much with their money as they 
did formerly, and the cost of imports to 
Canadian consumers is less. 


However, this is quite a small, though 
necessary step, in the war of inflation. More 
and more controls such as the recent Con- 
sumer Credit rulings are necessary to bring 
down the cost of living, or at least hold it in 
one place on the index. 


Farm Prosperity - 


J. H. Wesson, president of the Saskat- 
chewan. Wheat Pool, said last week that 
Western Canadian wheat farmers are de- 
pendent to a substantial extent upon the pur- 
chasing power of overseas wheat importing 
nations. The lack of such purchasing power 
on the continent of Europe in recent years 
made necessary the generous use of Mar- 
shall Plan funds for the purchase of Cana- 
dian wheat and Canada’s billion dollar gift 
to Great Britain, and also justified the 
Canada-United Kingdom wheat agreement. 


Canadian farmers did not get prices for 
their wheat comparable to United States 
wheat prices, Mr. Wesson said, because in 
the latter country the market is supported 
by a government floor figure and does not 
reflect any actual world price. In 1942, he 
said, when the Canadian floor price was 70c, 
May wheat was quoted on the Chicago mar- 
ket at $1.29%.

The Plight 
Of the Alcoholic

A smart looking man, obviously above average 
in intelligence,, suitably dressed for the time of 
year (it was late June) walked into my office 
several years ago when I was circulation manager 
of the Edmonton Bulletin. He told me he had worked 
for various other daily newspapers, particulary at 
the west coast and wanted a job travelling in Al- 
berta, Most of the best young men were still over- 
seas, and as we were short of help readily hired 
this fellow. 


I'm ashamed to say it, but for two weeks he 
was on our payroll, and I don’t believe he did two 
days work during that time. .He was sent out to 
Alberta Beach to do one day’s work, came back at 
the end of the week saying he had been sick, un- 
able to return to the city and unable to write a 
letter or telephone us to say he was sick. 


I secretly called him a liar, but the truth of 
the matter is that the man was sick. 


He was continually unwell, because there was 
one over-powering drive in his life for which he 
weakly sacrificed all else that a man holds dear. 
This man, like over a million others on this con- 
tinent, was and perhaps still is an alcoholic. 


Who Is Alcoholic: . 


Yes, you can readily detect him. He’s the poor 
bloke who is always poor, always 
broke. As a traveller, he can 
make as much money as the 
sober saleman, when he works. 
But he only works long enough 
to pay his last liquor debts and 
get completely soused again. 
“Chances are he’s never complete- 
ly sober, unless taken by the law 
for killing or maiming innocent 
persons when he’s drunk and 
then he is sober until released 
‘again from the clutches of the 
law. 

He is boastful of how he can hold his liquor. 
His wife and family may be destitute and suffering,

. but the money he should be giving to them he spends 


as a good-time Charlie to make himself a big 
shot in the eyes of his pals. 


He often goes from job to job, and if not particu- 
larly talented gets work only when there are plenty 
of jobs. I personally know scores of these men, 
and I believe they know they are alcoholics. 


One of these chaps, in his youth in another 
province was a successful young newspaper pub- 
lisher, He was active in politics and was elected 
as one of the youngest members of the House of 
Commons. He was a good dresser, good talker and 
good mixer. He was popular. In time he married 
and began to raise a family, and then alcoholism 
caught up with him. ; 

It wasn’t sufficient for our friend to have a 
“quickie’’ before meal time. He spent more and 
more time drinking. It he couldn't find a drinking 
crony, he made a fast friend in a hurry, and spent 
the day drinking, The beer parlors are open only 
12 hours a day and not at all on Sundays and holi- 
days. So he went to the Government liquor store 
before a holiday, or before closing time, and always 
had sufficient on hand to see him.through until 
sobering-up time the next morning. 

This man lost his jo He has more creditors 
than friends. His wife has divorced him and is 
now trying to get support for their two girls. 


Alcohol Vs. Business 


A man is an alcoholic whenever his craving for 
drink interferes with his business or his family 
responsibjlities. Entreaties of mothers, wives, chil- 
dren and friends to leave the bottle alone are 
generally of no avail. Suffering the pangs of re- 
remorse at their conduct, alcoholics have to suffer 
the criticism of loved ones and soon find them- 
selves unable to face the world. They drink to 
escape responsibility and then blame their ir- 
responsible behavior on drink. 

The Alcoholic’s plight is not hopeless, unless 
he persists in the ideas that (a) he isn’t an alco- 
holic and (b) that his drinking doesn’t cauge him 
financial or other loss, 


Measures Against Alcoholism 

I believe the twin liquor interests—the Govern- 
ment and the Industry are sincerely desirous of 
every drinker practicing moderation, I have talked 
to Hotel men who have deplored the case of the 
chronic drinker and have honestly tried to fulfill 
the legal and moral laws against excessive drink- 
ing. 

Next week I want to continue this subject 
and discuss those regulations designed to keep 
the alcoholic from getting liquor, and tell you 
why I think the regulations fail and what steps 
could be taken to improve them. This will be the 
second in a series of three articles dealing with 
the subject of excessive drinking,

WILSON MUM ON 
JAIL EXPENSES 


H. J. Wilson, deputy attorney 
general for Alberta, has refused 
to disclose how much is being 
spent to maintain prisoners in 
the provincial jails at Fort Sas- 
katchewan and Lethbridge. 

A reporter for this newspaper 
asked Wilson if he would make 
a statement on this question. 

“No. I certainly will not,” was 
his reply. 

Two weeks ago a Calgary labor 
organization hurled charges at 
the provincial government that a 
riot had been caused in Leth- 
bridge jail over poor food being 
served to inmates. 

Wilson later denied the charges, 
saying that the food in the pro- 
vincial jails is “adequate.” 

When pressed for a statement, 
however, Wilson hedged enough 
to say that the figures are “avail- 
able in the public accounts.” 

While the total cost of main- 
tenance of prisoners in the pro- 
vincial jails runs to a considerable 
figure, it has been reported that 
about 25 cents per day is spent 
to feed inmates. 

It has been charged that over- 
all high cost of administration is 
the result of inefficient opera- 
tion, with prisoners being worked 
at menial tasks or not worked at 
all, rather than being employed 
in productive jail industries. 

Information has been made 
available to this newspaper indi- 
cating that expenditure’ of food 
in the jails has been drastically 
cut, despite rising jail population. 

Several months ago a series of 
articles appeared in this paper on 
Fort Saskatchewan. Following 


their publication, Inspector Stott 
resigned his post, with the com- 
ment, “I’m fed up.”

Enough Natural Gas Here 
For Export, Says Dixon 


Alberta has enough natural gas to meet the “highest 
estimate” of Alberta’s needs for the next 30 years, to permit 
a 20-year export program of 80 billion cubic feet per year and 
to leave a balance of 1.6 trillion cubic feet in 1980, according 
to A. F. Dixon, president of Northwest Natural Gas Company, 
who testified before the Alberta Petroleum and Natural Gas 


Conservation Board at Calgary last week. 


The hearings were called by, the 
Board to obtain from prospective 
pipe-line building compahies, their 
estimates of how much gas was in 
Alberta’s present wells, how much 
could be delivered from those wells 
and how much would be needed by 
the growing province in the next 
30 years. 

Mr. Dixon said his company’s 
figures on Alberta’s gas reserves 
were based on the latest independ- 
ent survey. 

Alberta’s consumption at 78,- 
000,000 Mcf. annually which gives 
a total requirement of 2,142,000 
million cubic feet for Alberta dur- 
ing the 30 year period. 

Export under the plan he pro- 
posed, would take 80 billion ‘cubic

feet annually via a short route 
pipeline to the Pacific Northwest 
and British Columbia, which on a 
20-year plan would, along with 
Alberta’s own 30-year needs, con- 
sume 4.4 trillion cubic feet. includ- 
ing shrinkage and losses. Thus 1.6 
trillion cubic feet would be left 
untouched in the present wells 
alone, apart from the obvious de- 
velopment which will bring in vast 
new gas fields in coming months 
and years.
